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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the amended clainns raise new issues that would require further consideration. For the sake of brevity 
however, applicant's argument will be addressed. Applicant argues that the disclosure of Inserting dummy cells of Nakagaki does not 
read on the limitation of applicant's invention corresponding to notifying the upper layer that the blank data is inserted (REMARKS, page 
13, first paragraph). The examiner respectfully disagrees. From applicant's arguments in the REMARKS, page 13, first paragraph, it is 
assumed that applicant intends to mean that signaling of blank data to the upper layer is somehow done outside of the contents (header 
and payload) of the message containing the blank data. Although this may be applicant's invention as described in the specification, the 
claims do not recite such a limitation and therefore it would be improper to read such a limitation into the claims. Further, Nakagaki does 
disclose signaling the upper layer of blank data. This is done by the very presence of the dummy cells in the message. Since the upper 
layer recognizes the dummy cells in the message, it has been alerted to their presence. 
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
